-AS a 
rule the conlies are densely oppnsed to any- 
thing like sys'em, and even yet they have to be 
watched ‘like abildren at-play, The result is 
that the Fivropean sttperintendents have been 
hatassed by petty difficullies and they are kept 
‘constantly on the alert, In time, no doubt, 
the gang coolies will follaw recognised me- 
thods and the strain on the foreign overseqrs 
will he pattly lightened. ‘ 

1 TILE FARMERS AND THE COOLIES, 

Another difficulty which has to be guarded 
agamst is the restrained ire, of those peasant 
proprietors whose land has been re-entered by 
thé Government.’ They maintain that ‘they 
bave been in same way or’ another de- 
spoiled of their praperlyy although, as a 
matter of fact, ‘the Government has been not 
merely sciuputoustyair'in all its dealings with 
Ihe farmers but has even-erred an the side of 
penerogity, Still, the-farmers seem to feel that 
they tiave some sort. of grievance and watch 
the progress of the railway. with no friendly 
eye. The greatest precautions have therefore 
to be taken to'prevent a quarrel arising between 
the coolies and the farmers. As may be ex: 
peeled the coo'ies are not angels by a long 
way: and the farmers would be only too rendy 
to give vent to their feelings in aconflict with the 
labourers. The whole object of the Europeans 
is to conciliate the farmers and keep a firm 
vip on thase coolics who aro inclined to be- 
come obstieperous through an exuberance of 
‘spirds. They, have sneceeded 86 far in pre- 
vending anything hike’n disturbance, but- little 
instdnces, which are nol worth, recording, have 
accurted to show the dangers of the sitfation.

‘The result forthe last year has 
been a net profit of ‘Tis. 410,673—just one- 
third. And with all this there is no doubt that 
the Company is in athoroughly sound position, 
The assets are valued at twice the book entries, 
and the Reserve Fund of Ts. 1,000,000 may be 
regarded as having taken the place of writing” 
off for depreciation, Under these circumstao- 
ces there is no reason why, with skilful man. 
agement, the Company should not be complete- 
ly successful, .
